War rates conld not bo kept 
up indefinitely in’n time of peace. ‘Fre- 
juont potitjons havo beon addrossed to 
tho Fautai on the subjects and once, on 
tho occasion of a visit by him to Ningpo, 
somo timo ago, a slight reduction was 
obtained, But’ it was merely tho ro- 
moral of a straw from the load that was 
erusbing overy kind of business, and 
His Excollency's persistonco in bis 
‘exactions has now borno fruit in gone- 
ral ataguation. ‘Three hundred .of tho 
riucipal shops closed Inst Now Year's 
Bay, and others ‘havo. sinco followed 
thoir example, till every third or fourth 
hhouso in some of the principal atrects, 
‘seoms empty. A number of poople 
‘havo, consequently, been thrown ont of 
‘employment ; and the streets thomselves 
Took comparatively desorted. Bridge 
‘Stroot, whioh used to be so crowded that 
it was'dificult to mako way, can now 
vo traversed without fear of bustling. 
Religion seems to bo only thing flou. 
rishing. A handsome new cathedral 
hans been built by the Roman Catholics 
in this troot, and a new temple has beon 
just opened inanother part of the city, 
in honour of Buddha, Only’ one cause 
for congratulation arent. Ruins 
aro generally deplorable. ns signs of 
decay, but itis gratifying to find that the 
Gorarameut Mavo. Been alruid. to. re 
‘establish the godowns ontside the Salt 
Gato, in which that necessary was 
formerly. stored and squeezed. ‘The 
salt tax has not boon abandoned ; but

‘As the correspondence published in our 
colamns will bave shown, satisfaction 
does not appear to have been, lately, 
tho provailing feeling on tho South of 
sho Yang-king pang. Our co-rosidents 
complain that they havo had no voice in 
tho expenditure of their taxes; that 
they knew nothing of the doings of 
thoir Council—not even whether it 
had any existence; and justly claim the 
hnlfyourly and yeury statements of 
aairs which their Municipal Regala- 
tions promise. Having obtained no an- 
swer to a memorial on these heads ad- 
Aressed, a fow months ago, to the Con- 
sal-Genoral, an endeavour was made to 
interest the new Minister, personally, in 
the fortunes of the Concession. A pe- 
tition signed by the principal French 
residents begged that, conformably with 
tho new Regalations published in Jaly 
last, the Municipal Council should bo 
composed of four French and four 
Foreign members; that a vacancy 
should be filled up immediately it ocour- 
red, in the manner provided; that a 
statomont of the position of Manicipal 
finances should be published every six 
months, and a full report of past pro- 
ceedings, together with a budget for the 
ensuing year, presented at the expira- 
tion of the torm of ofc of eacs suscas- 
sive Council ; fiually that, this budgot 
having been once voted, no important 
change should be made, in it without 
the consent of tho community.

A LOCAL MUSEUM. 
Iris strange that, amongst the vari- 
ous projects which have been start 
ed from time to time in Shanghai, 
the idea of a Museum should never 
have presented itself to any one, Yob 
cannot bo denied that sach an in- 
stitution would be useful to the anti 
guarian and the man of scionce, and at 
y¢ same time instructive to tho ordi- 
nary resident, It is an institution, we 
‘are convinced, which would grow almost 
insensibly. Every one here possesses 
" which he finds hardly 

worth the expense of home freight, 
and which be would gladly offer to a, 
Pablic Depository of such rarities, At 
present, articles of great valuo are scat 
tered about on chimney pieces, in en- 
binots, on stair cases, where they attract 
only # passing glance and serve no pur- 
Poses citer of ‘uility or omament. 
WVhereas, if thoy were stored in a com- 
mon Hall, labelled with correct names, 
classed according to their character, and 
guarded by a careful carator, they 
would farnish tho virtuoso and the man 
of letters with data for their spocula- 
tions. We cannot too often recall the 
fact that we are living in a country 
about which all tho savans of Europe 
are thirsting for information, and that 
we are sadly negligent in affording them 
assistance. We have many opportuni- 
ties, but wo are sadly Inoguid in em- 
bracing thom.

‘We have been provented from noticing,” 
carlier, a very interesting book which 
has lately beon published, entitled “The - 
‘Treaty Ports of China aud Japan,” to 
which it forms a complete guide, and 
regarding the history of which i gives 
intoresting particulars. Maps of tho 
various localities described aro inserted, 
and an appendix shows the existing 
means of transport between Enropo and 
Amerion and these two countries. A 
Worl of the kind was much neoded, to 
Inco within reach of the general pub- 
Fre, information rogarding the 
fn which they reside that had hi 
boon concealed under tho mysterions 
hieroglyphics of tho Chinese language, 
‘or at best open only to sinolognes. 
‘Tho modest hopo expressed, by tho, 
authors, that much wil be found inthe 
prosent book that is now and unknown 
to the goneral reador, is, wo think, 
fully justified. Tt contains indecd moro 
than they promise, the task having 
‘dently grown under thoir hands; 
researches. after local traditions 
1 lod thom into a skotch of the sur- 
roundiog country and occasionally even 
of a whole province. Wo cannot pre- 
tond, within our brief limits, to detail 
tho smmerous subjects ontored upon, or 
to do more than glance slightly at-the 
more interesting topics introduced, 
Hongong and Canton, for example, 
each occupy more than 100 pages, com: 
prising every conceivable particular 
rogarding them,.fvom thoir history, na- 
tive and foreign, to particulars of "tho 
ological formation and botanical 
wealth of tho neighbourhood. ‘The 
futerosting information is given re. 
garding Mncao, that it is not a, pose 
session of Portugal, but occupied by 
subjects of that country much on tho 
samo torm, apparent, a8 the foreign 
sottlemonts at tho treaty ports, tho ter- 
ritorial right still remaining vested in 
tho Emperor of China; and n Chinoso 
mandarin exercising jurisdiction over 
Chinose residents.
